The maximum sentence which 
each may receive is a two-year 
prison term and a $10,000 fine. 
Former State’s Attorney Arlie O. 
Boswell, and former . Coroner 
George W. Bell of Williamson 
County, convicted of similar 
charges last month, received sen- 
tences of two years and one year 
respectively, and substantial fines. 

Two Ballots Taken. 

The jury of farmers and 
tired farmers which sat in 
Herrin case deliberated for an 
hour and a half last night and 
agreed on their verdict on the 
second ballot. They spent the 
night at a hotel and appeared in 
court this morning to submit their 
verdict. 

After the verdict was fread, John 
M. Karnes, chief of defense coun- 
sel, made a motion for a new trial, 
which was overruled. He then 
asked that sentence be deferred 
and the plea was granted over the 
protest of the Government prose- 
cutor. The bonds of $10,090 each 
under which the men have been 
at liberty were extended. 


Appeal Doubtful. 

Karnes told reporters that it 
had not been decided whether ap- 
peals would be taken, though such 
action is considered unlikely if the 
men receive substantial fines. Un- 
der Federal law, if an appeal is 
taken, the amount of the fine must 
be deposited with the court. If the 
sentence is upheld the fine is lost 
to the sonvicted man, while if he 
goes to prison he can serve out the 
fine in 30 days by taking a pau- 
per’s oath. 

Five of the convicting jurors 
were men who also sat on the jury 
which convicted Boswell, Bell and 
three others last month.

Mayor McCormack, who 
was a coal miner, grocer and Ku 
Kiux Klan leader at intervals be- 
fore being elected Mayor in 1925. 
will submit his resignation to the 
Board of Aldermen, which will ap- 
point a successor to serve the re- 
mainder of McCormack’s second 
term, until June, 1930.

Committee Votes 11 to 2 

* for Favorable Action, but 
This Decision Is Chal- 
lenged as Invalid.

to make a favorable report on the 
Madden bill by a vote of 10 to 9, 
still stands. . 

‘“‘However, if this ‘rump’ group 
attempts to report the bill and put 
it on the calendar, the action will 
be challenged. They will have to 
prove to the House that the bill 
was ordered reported at a regular 
meeting of the committee, and of 
course, they can’t do that.” 

The “favorable” report was made 
possible by the switch of H. M. 
Wurzbach (Rep.) of Texas, and 
Harold G. Hoffman (Rep.) of New 
Jersey, who voted against the bill 
last week, 

An even greater mystery than 
the status of the bill is the ques- 
tion why it was pushed at all in 
this session, when there is not the 
slightest chance of its passing the 
Senate, or even getting out of the 
Senate Committee on Agriculture. 
Any move in the Senate for the 
Madden bill will be strenuously op- 
posed by Senators Norris of Ne- 
braska, McKellar of Tennessee and 
Heflin and Black of Alabama. 

Morin said that he thought the 
Cyanamid Company wanted to em- 
barrass President-elect Hoover by 
having the House pass the Madden 
bill. Senator Norris believes an at- 
tempt is being made by certain fer- 
tilizer and power interests to in- 
fluence the United States Supreme 
court in the pending pocket veto 
case. Other observers have said 
the activity of such house leaders 
as John Q. Tilson, Republican 
floor leader, Finis Garrett, minor- 
ity leader, and Bertrand H. Snell, 
chairman of the Rules Committee, 
indicates that the administration 
wants to keep the Cyanamid Com- 
pany interested. 

There has been, however, no au- 
thoritative explanation of why the 
Madden bill has been pushed this 
season. 

“Of course, I am not speaking 
for President-elect Hoover,’’ Morin 
said, “but it seems to me that 
these people know that he will not 
stand for the leasing of this valu- 
able fertilizer and power plant to 
private interests under the terms 
of the Madden bill. He knows more

| It is greatly to Mr. Coolidge’s credit that one of 
bis principal concerns on the eve of leaving the 
White House is the comfort and health of his suc- 
cessors.

leading public relations counsel in New 

York, made an address at the charter 
day dinner of Emory University. The key- 
note speech of Mr. Lee's address was a call 
for Southern leadership in social and gov- 
ernmental problems of the nation. It is un- 
fortunate that Mr. Lee should have opened 
his talk with the same old stuff that near- 
ly every speaker from the North and every 
kleagie or wizard indulges in — the futile 
patter about the great Nordic South and its 
millions of purest American stock. 

The obvious answer to Mr. Lee, on this 
particular point is, “What of it?” By way 
of an answer to our own question, we sug- 
gest to Mr. Lee that he make a study of the 
pure-blooded Nordics of today. He may 
discover why there has been a decadence 
in this section of the country which at one 
time produced men’‘like Stephens, Toombs, 
Grady and Hill of Georgia; Morgan, Pettus, 
and Underwood of Alabama; Harris and 
Carmack of Tennessee; Page and Aycock, 
of North Carolina, and Williams, of Missis- 
sippi. If the same undefiled Nordic blood 
is here, has it gone to seed? Or is it pos- 
sible that Mr. Lee failed to discuss, because 
he neglected to Investigate it, the stage of 
civilization which marks the present status 
of the South—the era of bunk symbolized 
by a bulky, klan-controlled, flag-waving 
Senator from Alabama and a weasel-minded 
former Congressman-minister who won his 
office because his physica! infirmities arous- 
ed the sympathy and weakened the juds- 
ment Of a large group of Georgians,

It is most unfortunate that before utter- 
ing his call for leadership Mr. Lee did pot 
acquaint himself with the facts in the case. 
Yor 30 years the South has had leaders—a 
Tom Watson, or a Vardamapn, or an Up- 
shaw, or a Heflin. Watson and Vardaman 
were able, vengeful, deagpructive, and un- 
sound—followers flocked to them. Willie 
Upshaw is an unconscionable egoist and 
honorarium grabber. Tom Heflin is a bDit- 
ter, loose-tongued megalomaniac. It is this 
type of leadership in the South which has 
for the past 30 years influenced the average 
man where no one else could hold his in- 
terest or his loyalty. 

Nor did Mr. Lee refer to our present 
leadership—e new phase in the South's ler- 
alties. The pulpit now controle the politi- 
cian and is hoping and working for the 
overthrow of the editor. Bishop Cannon 
and his group of adherents have abandoned 
the methods of Christ and entered the po- 
litica] field. The pulpit grips the South 
more closely than it does any other section 
and finds millions here ready to accept ite 
dictum In politics ag unquesionably as they 
do its Interpretation of a gospel. As @ re- 
sult, the majority of Southerners are not 
interested in national affaira, with the ex- 
ception of prohibition, and are not con- 
cerned with international problems Sure- 
ly Mr. Lee. the son of a noted Southera 
minister and a nearby neighbor of the Rev, 
Reach Straton, must have suspected the ex- 
istence of this new leadership which holds 
temporary sway itn the South. . 

Yet, it may be that Mr, Lee referred to 
the need of a leadership similar {to that

once offered by dich men as Walter Hines 
Page and Oscar W. Underwood, both of 
whom were rejected by their own peopie 
and died  self-expatriated. Underwood, 
having had !{t driven in on him that in- 
tegrity, truth, courage and statesmanship 
were of little value in the eyes of his pro- 
ple, made way for Heflin, idol of bigots and 
inasked gangsters. And while Glass of Vir- 
ginia has not yet cecided to quit the poli- 
fical struggle, he is discovering that his fol- 
lowing has turned to Bishop Cannon the 
Cardinal Richelieu of the new political dis- 
pensation. 

If Mr. Lee should care for additiona! light 
on the fact that political leadership is now 
in the hands of Cannon and his followers, 
he is referred to Rev. Sam W. Small, con- 
tributing editer of the Atlanta Constitution, 
who lives and votes in Virginia. In an ar- 
ticle, which appeared a few days ago, Rev. 
Dr. Smal] said of Bishop Cannon's Virginia 
followers, that “they did not hesitate to say 
in the last campaign, ‘Damn the party when 
it demands of me to swallow Al Smith.’” 
And Rev. Dr. Smal] added: 


The run of Protestant preachers did 
not use that identical language, but they 
did encourage the spirit and determina- 
tion that. it represented. And so Protest- 
ant Virginia went heavily against Smith. 


In concluding his discussion of religious 
control ef politics in the South, Rev. Dr. 
Small asserted that “either the party must 
let Cannon dictate its course and tts lead- 
ership, or it must rally all ite strength and 
undertake the land-office job of giving him 
and his followers @ licking at the polls” 
And Dr. Small believes that “the party can 
lick Cannon.” With this belief the En- 
quirer-Sun agrees but the fight against en- 
trenched bigotry and religious intdoler- 
ance is bound to be long and bitter when 
the church— Protestant and Catholic—gcets 
a strangle-hold on politica. Some day those 
who now approve the course of Cannon and 
his followers will learn that no church can 
be trusted with political control, and then 
politics will be purged and the preachers 


-turn to the work of salvaging what religion 


is left in the wreckage of their creeds. 


If the picture of a leaderiess South seems 
somewhat gloomy, there is no reason for 
despair. Gradually church members wil! 
reglize that the presence of the pulpit in 
politics is destroying the power and useful. 
ness of the church in its own particular 
field, the sphere of religion. And the pres- 
ent phase of pulpit politics will pass. The 
entire South will be slow to recover from 
ts surrender to Bishop Cannon and his 
group; but during this period of readjust- 
ment the press and the universities of the 
South will pave the way for new leaders.

$7,500,000 INSTITUTE 
FOR STUDY OF MANKIND 


Yale Organizes Department to 
Investigate Factors That In- 
fluence Human Relations. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb.. 25. 
—An institute of human relations 
at which man himself will be the 


center of study has been formed 
at Yale University. It has an en- 
dowment of $7,500,000. 

Designed primarily to correlate 
knowledge of the mind and body 
and of individual and group con- 
duct, the institute will make pos- 
sible further study of the inter- 
relations of the 
fluence human actions. 

The fund is made available ty 
gifts from the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation and the Jaura Spelmun 
Rockefeller Memorial which total 
about $4.500,000, the income from 
$3,000,000 of other Rockefeller 
donations, and the commonwealt 
fund established by Mrs. Stephen 
V. Harkness. 

To enable the university to make 
& study of human behavior in all 
of its aspects, the Departments of 
Natural and Social Sciences will 


»> co-operate with the institute. 


Close affiliation with the pro- 
fessional schools s expected ° 
encourage students to think of 
their professions as having pri- 
marily to do with human beings, 
rather than with test tubes, statute 
books, codes or creeds. 

According to President Angeil, 
who made the announcement, the 
institute is designed to permit 
progress which cannot well be 
made so long as sharp lines divide 
the various branches of science in 
educational institutions.

N VEGETABLE MEALS 


A Few Foundation-Rules That 
Should Be Kept in 
Mind. 


Tirst of all it must be remem- 


| bered that in planning any vegeta- 


ble meal just as much care is 
when meat is used; 
more, in fact, as such prepara- 
tion must include a knowledge of 
the combinations that will supply 
the protein, when meat is lacking. 

Vegetables may be divided into 
three classes. The first includes 
those which are rich in protein and 
may be used alone as substitutes 
for meat. These are beans, dried 
peas and lentils. While nuts can- 
not rightly be classed as vegeta- 
bles, they might be grouped with 
these as a source of protein for 
vegetable meals. 

The second class of vegetables 


a 


is made up of the starchy ones and | 


with these we might include the 
cereals. They are necessary for 
body fuel. The third class is made 
up of all the green vegetables that 
are so mneecesSary as a source of 
minerals and vitamins. 

Vegetable meals ‘must contain a 
good supply of protein or body- 
building food, of starch or energy- 
producing 
and vitamins. Fats are also 
essary and in this type of meal 
must be obtained by the liberal use 
of butter, oils and cream. Milk, 
cheese and eggs should have a 
large place in the preparation cf 
vegetable meals; they supply add- 
ed protein, and are among our 
most nutritious foods. 

In planning meals without meat, 
see to it then that they contain 
some of each of the classes of 
foods mentioned. But more than 
this is necessary, for no matter how 
nutritious a meal may be, it must 
also be well cooked, and pleasing

Stuffed Prune Dainties. 

Wash prunes and soak in just 
enough water to cover.

Fill 
the cavity according to taste, with 
fondant, crystallized sugar, nuts or 
marshmallows. Roll in granulated 
sugar and let dry a few hours be- 
fore packing. 

Candied Sweet Potatoes. 

With a French vegetable cutter 
scoop one quart balls from raw po- 
tatoes or cut in uniform slices. Melt 
one-half cup butter in baking dish. 
Add one-half cup maple syrup and 
a few grains salt, and when hot 
add the potatoes. Shake over fire 
until hot. Cover and bake in »ven 
until tender.
